And as the Kynge was then in campp in Gſcoyne , with ins 
tent to purſewe the goodnes of his foztune, and delyuer 
bis contrey altogether from thengliſhe nation, he addzeſ- 
ſed hymlelfe and fozce to the Duchve of Normandye, where 
this Pyemountæine knight, being in the campp, was knowen 
by and by to diuerſe of the chieſſtaines aboute the kynge, 
aſwcll by the notable ſeruice they had ſeene hym do 
in diverſe places, as allo greate creditt he hathe had 
afoze wyth thearle of Pyemount, ho after became Duke 
of Scau ohe, where was greate repaire of the nobilitye of 
Fraunco , foz that he maryed- Madame lolante ſeconds 
doughter fo chAR LES the ſeuenth: after they hadde a 
whyle lamented his lacke of ſpeache (not knowynge foz 
all thep coulde doo the cauſe of luche diſeaſe) they pꝛe⸗ 
ſented hym afoze the Paieſtye wyth ſuche commenda - 
cyon of hys vertue and valpauntnes in armes as was 
neceſſarye foz the woꝛthynes of the ſame , whyche foz- 
ted a greate Ilykynge in the Kynge r s hym = 
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Tragicall 
albeit his out warde apparaunte argued ſnfficiently his in⸗ 
warde dexteritie that way, whych alſo he conkyrmed in pub 
licke view in an allalte which the kinge gaue to the englith 


men within RNoan, the chiete and only bolwarke of the whole 


country of Norman dy, where S:gneur Philibarto gaue ſuche cf- 
feces of his fozwardnes, that he was the firſt that was ſcene 
vpon the walles making waye to the ſouldiours to enter the 
bꝛeache and towne, wherein not longe affoze the Duke of 


 Sommerſet had burned the counterfait pꝛophet of Fraunce 


calied L/ Pucelle Jeane, whome ſome pꝛatinge frenchmen do 
affirme to haue wꝛought merueiles in armes during thoſs 
warrs, but chiefly that vnder the conduite of her, our coun⸗ 
tryemen loft orleance W diuerſe other holdes in thoſe partes, 
and foꝛ a memoꝛp of that fo2ged pdoll they kepe yet amon- 
gelt other relikes in the abbay of .5,7enys,,whych J ſawe in 
Map laſt, a great roſtie \wozde,wherwith they are not aſha- 
med to aduowche that ſhee perfozmed dinerſe erpedicions 
and victoztes-againſte thingliſhe nacion, whych ſeames as 
true, as that which they are a ſhamed fo put in a chꝛontcle 
of credit touching their laint Denys, whom they affirme was 
erecuted at P- 73>, and came from thence with his heade in 
his hand, which he buyried in the abbaye, albeit they ſaye he
